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Ambert Moody Passes |Special Town Meeting |Local Lodge Installs 


Ambert G. Moody, 82, associated 
with the Northfield schools, summer 
conferences, and the Northfield Hotel 
since they were founded in 1879 by 
his uncle, Dwight L. Moody, died sud- 
denly in the Amherst College In- 
firmary Saturday evening, November 
10. He had gone to Amherst, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Moody, to attend an 
alumni meeting at Amhepet College, 
of which he was a graduate. 


Mr. Moody was born in-Northfield 
November 14, 1863. His father, George 
Moody, was an older brother of Dwight 
L. Moody who became world famous 
as an evangelist and later founded 
Northfield School for Girls, Mount 
Hermon School for Boys, the North- 
field Summer Conferences, and the 
Northfield Hotel. 


Ambert Moody graduated from 
Mount Hermon in 1888, and from 
Amherst College in 1892. In college 
he was a member of Sigma Upsilon 
Fraternity and was treasurer of his 
class from graduation until his death. 
He was a boy of 15 when his uncle 
opened the school for girls, known 
then as Northfield Seminary. He 
served as a man-of-all-work during 
the early days of the institution but 
the elder Moody insisted that -his 
nephew complete his education. Dur- 
ing both his prep school and college 
days, however, he retained an active 


_ interest in the business affairs of the 


school. 


At 17 he was manager of the farm 
at Mount Hermon School, which was 
started in 1881 and before his gradua- 
tion from college he was appointed 
manager of the Northfield Hotel, a 
post which he held, in connection with 
his other duties, for 43 years. 

Among the other official posts filled 
by Mr. Moody during his long associa- 
tion with the Northfield Schools were: 
clerk of board of trustees, assistant 
treasurer, and business manager of 
the summer conferences. He retired 
from active duty a few years ago but 
remained an assistant treasurer and 
trustee until his death. 


“A.G.” as Mr. Moody was affec- 
tionately known to thousands of hotel 
and conference guests, students and 
employees, had the same rugged char- 
acter and appearance as his uncle. It 
is said that when his uncle died Am- 
bert said to the founder’s son, William 
Revell Moody, “Will, you shovel on 
the coal and I’ll take out the ashes.” 
This referred to the fact that to “Will” 
Moody had fallen the responsibility 
for raising the funds and on Ambert 
had fallen the responsibility of man- 
agement, 


Chairman of the district draft board 
during the first World War, he served 
as a director of the First National 
Bank and of the Franklin Savings 
Institution, both of Greenfield, and 
was long identified with the Congre- 
gational Church locally and through- 
out the state. 

On June,18, 1894, Mr. Moody was 
married to Miss Frances G. Wells, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry G. 
Wells, at their home in Dover, Illinois. 
She attended Northfield Schoo! for 
Girls and Wellesley College. In addi- 
tion to Mrs. Moody the survivors in- 
clude two sons, A. Gordon Moody of 
Fast Northfield and George W. Moody 
of Springfield; and two daughters, 
Mrs. George W. Loos of Princeton, 
N. J., and Mrs. Earl Marcelle of

About a hundred and fifty voters of 
this town attended the special town 
meeting at the Town Hall held Tues- 
day evening, November 13th, when 
nine articles in the warrant were given 
due consideration. The meeting was 
called to order by the Moderator Wil- 
liam F. Hoehn and Mrs. Josephine S. 
Haskell, town clerk read the Warrant. 
Provision was voted so that the As- 
sessors might purchase a typewriter; 
the purchase of a new truck for the 
street department was allowed by a 
transfer of $1500; An allowance was 
made of $1500 to pay for snow re- 
moval; It was voted that Northfield 
join in the district administration of 
veterans affairs and $450 was voted 
as our share of costs to carry to next 
year; The arrangement to provide for 
a planning board of five members was 
approved and the appointment of spe- 
cial committee by the Selectmen to 
consider the merits of a Zoning system 
and report to the annual meeting was 
favorably received. All motions were 
carried by a large majority vote and 
some were unanimous. The meeting 
lasted exactly one hour and was ad- 
journed by the Moderator. 


We Will Get $1,000 


On Tuesday, Nov. 6, at the County 
Court House, there was a meeting of 
state engineers, county commissioners 
and selectmen from the 24 county 
towns to consider community needs 
under Chapter 90 for highway con- 
struction. A total of $50,200 will be 
required to meet the several requests 
and of the sums allocated the town 
appropriation will be matched by the 
county and state. Northfield expects 
the sum of $1,000 for road construc- 
tion. Chairman Fred A. Holton of 
our selectmen attended the session. 


Crossnore Box Sent 

For the twelfth consecutive year a 
large box was shipped to Crossnore 
School in Crossnore, N. C., containing 
nearly 175 lbs. of good selected cloth- 
ing and children’s toys for use at the 
school. The box was shipped last week 
by Central Vermont Railroad and will 
reach there much before Christmas. 
At the same time there was sent by 
parcel post another large package con- 
taining many special articles. Mrs.
